Stanford Confirms 
Plan for School 
Rooms in Village 


The “meeting of minds’ neces- 
sary to the consummation of leas- 
ing of two buildings in Stanford 
Village by the Menlo Park school 
district was confirmed in a letter 
from Stanford business manager 
Alf Brandin this week, but a for- 
mal lease agreement has not yet 
been drawn up. 

Brandin’s letter, received by the 
school district board of trustees, 
Monday night, pointed out that 
there was only one area where 
complete agreement has not yet 
been reached. Whether or not a 
portion of A street in the Village 
will be closed and who will pay 
for connecting discontinuous por- 
tions of Fourth street, if A street 
is cut off to contribute to the 
safety of children attending the 
13-classroom temporary school 
into which the Village buildings 
will be converted. 

Dr. Mel Homfeld, district su- 
perintendent, explained that ex- 
tending of Fourth street, which 
requires cutting of a covered 
corridor, has been contemplated 
in long-range Village mainten- 
ance plans by the university. 

But federal approval of the cor- 
ridor cut has hindered start of the 
work thus far. 

If the school district takes over 
the Village buildings before the 
university receives permission to 
cut through the covered corridor, 
Brandin’s letter said, the district 
will have to bear the cost of pav- 
ing the section of Fourth street 


resulting. This he estimated at 
about $3000. 
The corridor in question used 


to connect wards of Dibble hos- 
pital, making it possible to move 
patients from one part to another 
without exposing them to the ele- 
ments. The hospital was built dur= 
ing World War II and reconverted 
to student housing in 1946. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Homfeld said, 
cost of reconverting the build- 
ings—at present, holding 16 stu- 
dent apartments—into classrooms 
will be determined by next month. 

The district must occupy the 
buildings by July 1, he added, in 
order to have them ready in time 
for the opening of school in the 
fall.

Menlo Park Elementary school 
district became $6661.85 richer 
this week, as the result of being 
accepted as eligible for payment 
for educating children whose par- 
ents reside on federal property. 

The sum is in lieu of taxes 
which would normally be received 
if the 131 children residing in 
Stanford Village who are educat- 
ed in district schools were the 
offspring of property owners. 

The total means that the gov- 
ernment is paying about $47 for 
each child residing in the Vill- 
age and attending Menlo Park 
district schools.

Federal payments are comput- 
ed, however, on the basis of a 
complicated formula based on 
whether or not both of the child’s 
parents are employed by the govy- 
ernment.

“His re- 
signation,” Barker said, “marks 
the end of an era and the begin- 
ning of a new one. I don’t know 
of any one man who has given 
more to a community than Chief 
Cuff has to Menlo Park. He is due 
a great debt of gratitudesfrom the 
people of this district.” 

Commissioner Paterson added 
his plaudits, stating that “Chief 
Cuff has been the most valuable 
man in this community over. the 
past quarter-century. He has made 
this the finest fire department in 

the United States, bar nohe, and I 
am proud of the progress it has 
made under Chief Cuff’s’ direc- 
tion.” 
LAUDS COMMISSIONERS f 

“The success of the fire depart- 
ment,” Cuff said, “has been due 
to friends and people. Our fire 
commissioners have not been poli- 
ticians and have allowed me a 
free hand. The greatest help has 
come from such men as Chief Car- 
ter. He is a good fireman, a good 
organizer, and a good administra- 
tor. I am happy to know the job 
is now in his hands.” 

Carter, upon hearing of his ap- 
pointment as chief, added: his 
praise of Cuff’s accomplish- 
ments. “Twenty-three years ago,” 
he said, “I was happy to see . 
the chief arrive. Now I am sad 
he is leaving. I realize the im- 
portance of the position and I 
know Chief Cuff is going to be 
a hard man to follow.” 

When Cuff first came to Menlo 
Park in 1932, he came under in- 
struction from the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters to reorgan- 
ize the existing fire district. 

He found the district with two 
Stations ,three pieces of major 
equipment, about 40 volunteer 
firemen, and only three salaried 
men. Since that day, the départ- 
ment has grown to six stations, 
with 12 pieces of major equipment 
and has 60 full-time, salaried fire- 
men: "Phe “district now includes 
70,000 people, whereas in 1932’ the 
population was only 18,000. 
BEGINS CAREER 

Cuff began his firefighting car- 
eer in Regina, Saskatchewan, in. 
1912, and has since served with 
the fire departments of many ci- 
ties. Before coming to Menlo Park 
he headed the Berkeley fire de- 
partment’s rescue squad for 11 
years. He was previously with the 
fire departments of Piedmont and 
of Highland Park, Michigan. His 
experience included service in the 
U. S. government fire department, 
both in the Panama Canal Zone 
and in the Presidio in San Francis- 
co. 

In 1938 and again in 1942, un- 
der the direction of the NBFU, 
Cuff helped to reorganize fire de- 
partments in both Lewiston, Idaho, 
and in Billings, Montana. 

He has been a charter member 
of the Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce Board of Directors 
since its founding in 1952, and is 
a member of the Menlo Park Liong 
club. 

The Chief and Mrs. Cuff, wie 
reside at 1210 Johnson street, have 
no definite plans for a vacation 
after his retirement, Cuff says, and 
shall continue to live in Menlo 
Park. 

Carter, who has made his home 
in Menlo Park more than 40 years,

New Zoning Laws 
Viewed by City 


Two zoning ordinances were in- 
troduced and another taken under 
study by the city council this week 
as result of recommendations 
from the Menlo Park planning 
commission. 


First the councilmen introduced 
an ordinance to delete from the 
city’s fire zone law a prohibition 
against gasoline service stations in 
fire zones 1 and 3. City Admin- 
istrative Assistant John R. John- 
son explained that the city’s basic 
land use ordinance prohibits such 
uses in zone 3 anyway, and plan- 
ning commissioners felt that land 
use rather than the fire zone reg- 
ulations should control. 


In the second zoning action, 
councilmen introduced an ordi- 
nance to change the designation 
to fire zone 1 for the entire area 
bounded by Menlo avenue, Uni- 
versity drive, the alley at the rear 
of Santa Cruz avenue frontages, 
and Evelyn street. The land is 
site for the Draeger’s supermar- 
ket soon to be erected and for the 
market parking and part of the 
city’s mew municipal parking 
plazas, which also got the go-ahead 
Tuesday night. 

Held for study was a proposal 
to amend the city’s zoning ordi- 
nance to require nursing homes to 
provide offstreet parking in the 
ratio of one space for each four- 
patient capacity in the home.

District is planning to hold public; 


meetings on the pros and cons of 
the formation of unified school 
districts in both the north and 
south ends. 

I feel that these public dis- 
cussions are somewhat untimely 
in view of the coming Sequoia 
bond issue. The discussions may 
make some people believe that 
unification is nearer at hand 
than it actually is, and cause 
them to vote “no” on the bonds. 

This bond issue is essential, be- 
cause Sequoia is now behind sche- 
dule in its building program, and 
the facilities to be constructed 
will give each part of the district 
something regardless of how the 
unification boundaries are ulti 
mately drawn. 

So far as our interests are con- 
cerned, the additional high school 
in East Palo Alto and shop facili- 
ties at Menlo-Atherton: are all to 
the good. 

In the final analysis, when 
and if a Menlo-Atherton Uni- 
fied District is formed, the fa- 
cilities now existing must be ap- 
praised in order to distribute 
the future burden properly. 
Thus, it makes little difference 
in which parts of the District 
funds are now spent, so far as 
the ultimate tax burden is con- 
cerned. 

Those of us who submitted the 
petition for a southern unification 
to the County Committee consid- 
ered first the effect it might have 
on the Sequoia bond issue. We be- 
lieved that it was wise to act when 
we did, for the immediate public 
reaction of a large segment of 
Menlo-Athertonians to the failure 
of the last bond issue was to get 
something done right away. 

Our petition did do that some- 
thing, but the county committee 
will necessarily have to study facts 
and figures for some time before 
public hearings should be called. 

The result should be a period 
of quiet while this next bond 
campaign gets under way and 
carries through to the election. 

For this reason I was particu- 
larly disturbed to see the boat 
being rocked by these proposed 
discussions. 

Our proposal set no boundaries 
to the proposed Menlo-Atherton 
Unified District, and does not ne- 

cessarily call for the partition of 
the Ravenswood district if that is 
detrimental from an educational 
standpoint.

Trustees Speak: 


School District Board Chairman Tells Need 


This is the first of a series 
of articles by members of the 
Menlo Park Elementary School 
District board of trustees, in 
which each member of the board 
will explain reasons for sub- 
mission of the district’s $398,000 
bond issue to the voters May 20. 
—ed. 

By PHYLLIS CAMPBELL 

On May 20 voters of Menlo Park 
will be asked to approve a bond 
election of $398,000. This figure 
was determined after thorough 
analysis of the district’s needs 
with careful reference to our 
established policies of (1) reason- 
able classroom size, (2) discon- 
tinuance of the use of sub-stand- 
ard rooms for instructional pur- 
poses, and (3) school site load- 
ing that is educationally sound. 

As far as classroom size is 
concerned, it is our policy to 

maintain a maximum enroll- 
ment of 25 children in grades 1 
through 3 and 30 children in 
grades 4 through 8. 

This encourages individual at- 
tention and instruction which is 
not available in larger groups. It 
makes it possible for the teacher 
to discover talents ,abilities, and 
aptitudes. She is able to sustain 
individual differences rather than 
merely tolerate them. 

During the last year the music 
rooms and libraries as well as the 

craft rooms, counseling rooms, and 
some sub-standard cellar rooms 
have been used as classrooms due 
to enrollment that is higher than 
the highest predictions. 

It is our wish to return the 
libraries and music rooms to their 
intended use this coming year and 
avoid using sub-standard rooms 
altogether. 

Without any growth or inmigra- 
tion we expect to have 2322 chil- 
dren next year and 87 classrooms

Mumps Outbreak 
Hits South County 


A major outbreak of mumps in 
the south county was indicated in 
March, during which month 26 
cases were discovered in Menlo 
Park, and 62 cases were reported 
from East Palo Alto. 

Besides the mumps cases re- 
ported from the two areas, East 
Palo Alto appeared to be the scene 
of a heavy outbreak of chicken 
pox: 45 cases were reported from 
there during the same month. 

Menlo Park, besides reporting 
the cases of mumps, reported three 
cases of chicken pox, four cases 
of German measles, one case of 
Gonorrhea, three cases of measles, 
one case of scarlet fever and three 
cases of tuberculosis. 

The Woodside area, meanwhile, 
remained relatively free of com- 
municable diseases, according to 
information forwarded to the 
county health department. Only 
two cases of measles were found 
there during the month. 


98 From City Area 
At Sequoia Hospital 


A total of 98 Menlo Park resi- 
dents were among the 996 admit- 
ted to Sequoia hospital for treat- 
ment during March, the regular 
monthly statistical summary on 
activities of the publicly-owned fa- 
cility indicated this week. Fifteen 
Woodside and 13 Atherton resi- 
dents were also among those ad- 
mitted. 

Actually the hospital was the 
scene of treatment of 1136 patients 
during the month. since 140 were 
on hand on March 1. No patients 
were delayed on admission or 
treated in hallways, as the result 
of facilities made available with

Freeway Will 
Expand When 
Budget Is Set 


Until the highway commission 
makes up.its budget for next year, 
it won’t be known if the Universi- 
ty avenue cloverleaf or completion 
of the Bayshore freeway from 
Redwood City to Willow road will 
come first, A. E. Simmons of the 
State division of highways told 
the Ravenswood Boosters last Wed- 
nesday. 

Under a 1947 law, highway funds 
have been allocated 55 per cent to 
the thirteen southern counties and 
45 per cent to the 45 northern 
counties, Simmons said and each 
county receives its portion on the 
basis of its needs. San Mateo coun- 
ty receives 4% per cent, he said. 

The Willow cloverleaf, which 
should be under construction by 
June 1, was put ahead of extend- 
ing the freeway due to the traffic 
congestion, Boosters were told. 
L. C. Smith of San Mateo had just 
submitted the low bid of $779,137 
and after due processing, should 
be ready to start construction 
within a six weeks period.

Children Study Gets Statewide Publicity 


Details of a program for giftec 
children which the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District hopes 
to institute, should funds be made 
available by the Rosenberg foun- 
dation, have been revealed in a re- 
cent yearbook distributed by the 
California Elementary School Ad- 
ministrators’ association. 


technical publication, distributed 
statewide, Menlo Park district su- 
perintendent Dr. Melville Hom- 
feld explains the purposes of tre 
program which will be instituted 
if the district can get a $53,200 
grant from the Rosenberg founda- 
tion, for the financing of the two- 
year study. 

The foundation’s trustees are 
currently considering financing 
the project, brought before them 
officially at a March 24 meeting. 

“Purpose of the study is to iso- 
late and identify teaching practic- 


es, methods, learning activities and | 


classroom materials which can be 
used in an ordinary classroom by 
an ordinary teacher to stimulate 
and motivate a gifted child to max- 
imum educational output,’ Dr. 
ilomfeld’s article explains. 

To be most effective, the pro- 
gram will call for “enrichment” of 
the teaching program for gifted

The quotient of 130 is set as the 
lower level for a “gifted” child, 
the article says. Dr. Homfeld adds 
that most of the gifted children 
identified were from fifth and 
sixth grades, or seventh and eighth 
grades. 

The program, if the Rosen- 
bergs agree to finance it, will 
allow more thorough testing of 
younger children to identify the 
gifted at the earliest’ possible 
age, the article continues.

According to plans submitted to 
the Rosenberg foundation for con- 
the district’s program 
will require a director, getting a 
stipend of $8000 a year or $16,000

“I hate to say it,’ ’he added, 
“but she was drunk.” 

Police said questioning of the 


bartender indicated Nehmens was 


not intoxicated when he left the 
bar. 

Versions of 
thereafter differ. 

Nahmens contends the woman 
took some blankets, made up 
the sofa at his dwelling, and 
went to sleep. He said he did 
not hear her rise, since he went 
to bed himself at about 10:30 
p.m. but found her missing in 
the morning. This was not un- 
usual, he told officers, so he 
went to work on his regular 
schedule, 

Police, meanwhile, said they 
pulled a sliver of wood from Mrs. 
Chisman’s clothing which “defi- 
nitely matched” wood around the 
door of a washroom at the back 
of Nahmens’ home. 

Sheriff Whitmore said that an 
elderly neighbor woman, who has 
a bad heart and who has asked 
that she not be identified, had 
heard screams at about 12:30 a.m. 
Tuesday and the words ,screamed 
by a woman, “Danny! Don’t!” fol- 
lowed by silence. 

FOOTPRINTS 

Whitmore adds that heel prints 
found near Mrs. Chisman’s auto 
are the same size and pattern as 
those of the boots Nahmens was 
wearing when taken into custody. 
This, he said yesterday, ‘definite- 
ly places” the suspect at the point 
where Mrs. Chisman, in her 1948 
two-door sedan, was found. 

He added that condition of the 
woman’s clothes indicated she had 
been murdered elsewhere, and 
dragged to the car. 

Coroner Paul Jensen said yes- 
terday that the woman died of a 
brain hemorrhage, caused by a 
blow on the back of the head by 
a blunt instrument. The sheriff 
theorized that a smaller hammer 
found on the rear floor of her 
car was the murder weapon. 

Nahmens, meanwhile, admitted 
that he may have had “a hammer 
or two” around his home but 
didn’t know where they were.

Down to Earth: 


Column Offers 
Area-Tailored 
Garden Advice 


By TERRY LEE 

This is planting time, and it 
can be pretty disappointing un- 
less some important stéps are fol- 
lowed. It always contains an ele 
ment of chance at best, because 
the weather can be too hot or too 
wet, and birds, insects and disease 
can rob you of the crop. With all 
that can go wrong, it is amazing 
how persevering most seeds are, 
and you will always have a satis- 
factory amount of success. 

Unfortunately, soil must be pre- 
pared before the gardener has 
the pleasure of covering fat 
seeds with soft earth, and this 
may take several weekends. 

The best preparation for a gar- 
den involves digging with a fork 
and breaking the clumps of dirt 
with the fork or hoe. The Dutch 
dig three or four shovels-full deep 
so we should hardly complain at 
one, 

I know rototilling is in great 
vogue, and it is a simple way to 
fluff the surface of the soil. But 
it may leave a solid layer of hard 
soil a few inches below. The great 
advantage of a fork or spade is 
the slice it makes into this layer. 

Just that tiny cut will let water, 
air and roots reach a depth that 
is protected from summer drought 
and winds. Happily, each year 
shows an improvement in the text- 
ure of the soil, for spading and 
the action of roots ‘breaks up the 
clumps into fine particles. 

It is important to continue add- 
ing fertilizer to replace nutrients 
the plants used up last year. 
SURFACE IMPORTANT 

Once the bed is dug, the surface 
is made fine and smooth by hoeing 
and raking. Peat moss and fertiliz- 
er can be added during this pro- 
cess to give the seeds a quick 
start. 

The gardener is often confus- 
ed by the short directions on 
the back of a package, and dis- 
covers the methods of sowing 
seed vary according to the size 
of seed, habit of growth and the 
area to be planted. For simplifi- 
cation, this is what the four ma- 
jor terms mean: 

Broadcast: To scatter seed in all 
directions over a given area and 
to firm it into the soil. This is used 
primarily for lawns and for cer- 
tain annuals with tiny seeds such 
as poppies. 

Row: A shallow indentation of 
the ground in a straight line in 
which seeds are planted. Some- 
times called a drill. This is used 
for the majority of seeds. 

¥urrow: A row, opened by the 
blade of a hoe, two inches deep, 
for planting large seeds like beans 
and corn. The soil is drawn back 
over the seed and firmed with the 
flat side of the hoe. 

Hill: An area of ground about 
two feet in diameter, not necessar- 
ily raised, over which six to eight 
seeds are firmed into the soil. 
Hills are used chiefly for vegeta- 
bles. They are especially adapted 
to heavy-feeding crops such as 
melons and cucumbers, since ex- 
tra fertilizer and water is easily 
applied to the restricted areas. 
ESSENTIALS 

Moisture and warmth are essen- 
tial to the germination of seed 
once it has been properly planted. 
I say “moisture” because water en- 
ough to stand on the surface will 
surely kill most seeds. Warmth is 
provided by waiting for certain 
spring weather and planting in a 
sunny place. 

Since tender, sweet vegetables 
depend on rapid growth fer 
their goodness, being the first 
in the neighhorhood to plant a 
garden is often not such a great 
advantage. 

When you are planting you can 
simplify your work by keeping all 
your tools in a basket—the string, 
stakes, seeds, fertilizers, measure, 
ete. This is a good year to try your 
luck with seeds, as all seeds, espe- 
cially the hybrid varieties, are 
greatly improved. 

Some flowers to try are mari- 
golds, zinnia, calendula, cosmos, 
protulaca, cornflower, morning 
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glories. Vegetables should include 
Swiss chard, beans, squash, corn, 
lettuce, c arrots. 
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Pinch out the center growth in 
chrysanthemums and geraniums if 
they are up to eight inches. These 
plants thrive if growth is forced 
into laterals. The tips can be root- 
ed in moist sand for new plants. 

All annual plants develop into 
neater forms and have more flow- 
ers if the center growth is snip- 
ped back an inch at planting time. 
It also helps them withstand the 
shock of trangpleming. 

Cut off the yi ng flowers on 
ranunculus and you will get an- 
other bloom. 

The yellow perennial alyssum 
is in bloom now and makes a 
handsome ground cover or edg- 
ing. 

The dying flowers can be cut off 
with shears and there will be a se- 
cond bloom. I like the white an- 
nual alyssum as a ground cover in 
a rose bed. It grows easily from 
seed. 

This is really a busy time for 
the poor gardener. It is possible 
to plant almost all flower and veg- 
elable seeds, set in seedlings, plant 
perennials, reses, trees and shrubs 
and sow a lawn or repair the old 
one.
